THE PARIS MORGUE. 


GRUESOME SIGHTS IW A FAM- 


OUS FRENCH INSTITUTION* 


Bodies Frozen Stiff for Future Idea- 


graph Alburn— A Ghastly EsveL 
It is difficult for the avuni-e tourist iu 


Paris Lu ik-vidc which of two famous 
Bights he will lirsl i-ujov — thu Louvre or 
the Morgue, k is perhaps the hittuc that 
has the better patronage from foreigner.1:. 


Everything in Paris' under the present 


government is svstcniiiliml, and, tho po- 
litical machinery, cveu to the gniullwvt 
wheels, is so well oiled :iud runs 94 
smoothlv that tin-re is littlu room for 
fancy, p'urticuhirly when hard facts are 
encountered at everv turn. The Morgue 
is on the island of tho city, tb:it small, 
licturosque bit of land, the nucleus of 
>ld Paris, and which parts in twain tbe 
tur<*id waters of the river Seine. 


The island is the site of all the prinei- 


>al public buildings — the criminal courts, 
lie Prefecture of Police and the other 
edifices consecrated to the ;ul minis tra- 
ion of justice. The Morgue itself ia 
rather a hard placo to find, mill wheu 
bund, so indgnillcunt that the visitor 
eels at once a distinct pan^ of disap- 
loiutmont. It is a low, one-storied 
itrueture, half hidden iu the shadow of 
he great basilica of Notre Dame. In 
rout is a small park, brijrht and cheery, 
where quaint peasant women in large, 
stilt-frilled caps, sell nost-gavs ou fete 
days. Behind it is tbe Seine; from 
whose foul waters so much of its ghastly 
crop is plucked. 


Tho building is fashioned after the 


node! of a Orecinn tomb with two ntiie- 
ecuth century wings. The main hall in - 
wide is nsquare room, around which, un- 
der glass cases, something like the 
windows of shops, aro exposed the 
corpses, the ilo t sain and jetsam of Paris, 
which come iu with the tide. The bodies 
aro dressed in their ordinary attire, and 
jcing frozen present the appearance of 
models in was. 
Tho inner room behind 


the showcase is used for disscctinf;, and 
ilso for the identification of the dead. 
A large Icadcu tablu on a pivot is its 
principal feature, on which is stretched 
the cadaver. The ceiling is lighted by a 
roof of ground glass and every facility is 
s'lven for the recognition of the di'ad by 
their friends. It is hero that tho mur- 
derer is often brought face to fiico with 
ins 
victim, 
and this email 
room 


a drama. 
A third room behind this is 


arranged like a ward iu a hospital. On 
each tide of a broad pathway huge' cop- 
per cylinders are placed ut regular inter- 
vals, like beds of patients iu a hospitnl. 
These cylinders are each provided wltha 
freezing apparatus into which aftor a few 
daye' exposition the unidentified dcml 
ure placed and immediately frozen to the 
consistency of stone and Ftorcil away, 
awaiting thu groat day of identification. 


Whenever a body is found— either in 


tho Seine, (be streets or at a private 
IIUUBC, when the cause of ilwtth is MIS- 
picious — (he case is tiniiicdintulv reported 
to tho authorities and tho dead-curt 
brought to tho m;uo. On arrival nt the 
morgue the hotly \» stripped of its cloth- 
ing and placed In a Hpcciuti of trough 
lined with zinc. 
A double hoifo is im- 


mediately brought into action nnd the 
KUbjccL is thoroughly dcumcd with clear, 
cold water. It is then examined, and its 
especial features uotud, which, together 
with the tinio nnd place of finding and 
other detail*, aro registered. Tho corpsu 
i* drcm'd again in iu original elolhes. 
placed in ono of tlio receptacles nnd 
froKcn.

The guardmnx of the dead 
wero appointed by n low cliws of politi- 
cian*, tho oillco, Although without aalary, 
being *cl f -support ing. 
The dead tliem- 


flelves were facetiously called "the board- 
ers." 
Kverything tippcrtaining to tho 


subjects was sold. 
There was a box 


called "The Cnnkct of tho Miiccabecn." 
In this were placed the teeth and tho hair 
of the dead, which were Hold to dentists 
and. hitlr-ilreBsers, 
The garments were 


sold to oldTclothcx men, and tlio per- 
quisites of tho guardian of tho dead, or 
"Morgucr," were extremely profitable. 


ThiH is only half tho ntory. Un«^of 


tho Morgiteurs, who had amassed (|tiite » 
fortune from his ghoulish work, gave 
BOtncwhcrc in the thirties nn entertain- 
ment in the grand hall *>f the Morgue. 
His gnesU were the most depraved and 
most distinguished members of the crim- 
inal clnsscs in Paris. The drink which 
formed the chief refreshment on. tho oc- 
casion was brandy, known in French as 
"cau dc vie" and baptized for the occa- 
sion aa "can do mortfl," from water of 
life to water of death. The music was 
furnished by instruments something like 
flutes made from the bones of tho dead, 
and the drum accompaniment was beaten 
on skulls with purts of arms nnd legs. 
For light ft novel effect was introduced. 
Twenty corpses which had entered a 
su(]i?iunt stage of decay were ranged 
along the walls and tho eyeless sockets 
and mouths were lighted, the gas from 
tho corrupting bodies burning with u 
fierce and brilliant light. 


The Morgue nt present is A bright cx- 


nmplc of n well-organized institution, 
thanks to the Republic. In the days of 
tho Empire it was the custom to give tc 
anyone Winging from the river the body 
of a person still living in frnnes; for a 
corpse, 23 francs. 
Gaffer Riderhond, in 


Dickens' novel of "Our Mutual Fi.end," 
,wns n well- known typo on the Seine, and 
many A murder WAS committed for the 
sake of the 85 francs. 
Now the propor- 


tion is changed, and 15 francs is the 
price for the dcAd and 313 for the living. 
The garments arc burned, and a well- 
regulated police see that there is no more 
unseemly traffic. 


The Morgue is free. There ia no charge 


for tho burial of the dead, and the expo- 
sition of subjects is open At All timoa to 
the public. In It were placed the victims 
of tho civil wars of 1830, 1848, 1851 and 
1871, find during the siege many Prussian 
soldiers found tlicir way into this grue- 
some museum. The Morgue in a bonk in 
itself. 
Prom its archives many thrilling

TAKING A FLOCK OF QUAILS. 


Buckwheat and Gradual Advances' 


Conquer the Wild Birds. 


Several weeks ago Mrs. 1). N. Snydcr, 


of Jefferson township, 1'enn., saw a lot 
of quails dusting themselves uuilcrsonie 
eurruut bushes in the back cud of her 
garden. The birds looked, so happy and 
contented that she thought it would be 
too bad to disturb them, so .she returned 
home without pulliu" the weeds out of a 
pa teh of onions that she bud. gone there 
for tho purpose of doing. 
In an hour or 


so tho quails had disappeared iu the tall 
timothy of tho adjoining meadow, and 
Mrs. £nydcr scattered some buckwheat 
around where they had been wallowing. 
On the following day the birds came 
there again, gobbled up the buckwheat 
and bad a good time. Every day for a 
week or so Mrs. Suyder scattered grain 
among the bushes for the quails to feed 
on. and tho birds ^noUjgot so that they 
looked for.food i..ino garden us regularly 
as they did for a resting place at night 
out in. the woods, bad: of the big meadow 
lot 


One morning the kind-hearted woman 


forgot to throw the buckwheat, but the 
quails reminded her of her negligence by 
appearing at the usual hour and making 
a great fuss aud noi .« because there 
wasn't uny graiu in the garden for them 
to pick up. Mrs. Suyder let the birds 
hunt for other kind of food thnt day, and 
for several mornings after that she didn't 
fail to give them n good feed of buck- 
wheat. Then she missed u morning on 
purpose to sec how the quails would act 
when they didn't lind any graiu near the 
currant bushes, watching from n second- 
story window for them to make their ap- 
pearance. 


Promptly on time the whole flock 


crept uuder the garden fcnco from the 
meadow, ran among the bushes, »ud be- 
gan to dodge and flutter about where 
they had been iu the habit of finding 
tho buckwheat. 
When they searched 


bad been put there for them, the birds 
piped iu low tones, fluttered uneasily, 
scattered into the vegetable beds, and 
appeared to be very much disappointed. 
In u little while the quails gave up thu 
search, assembled uuder tbe currant 
bushes, aud went to dusting themselves 
n the soil. Sirs. Snydcr counted four- 
teen in the flock, nnd then xht: went down 
stairs, got a handful of buckwheat, and 
tiptoed her way into 
tho 
garden. 


When she had got us nciir to (lie quails 
us she 
could 
get without 
scaring 


them, Mrs. £uvder Hung 
n hand- 


ful of buckwheat 
toward th'o quiet 


little flock. It fell among them and they 
alt scampered under the fence and went 
out of sight in a hurry. 
Then she threw 


some more of the grain on Uio ground 
where thcv had been, and secreted her- 
svlf behind a row of pea vines. Presently 
one of the birds ventured to crawl under 
the fence into the garden. Jtsoon found 
thu buckwheat and set to filling its crop, 
nnd at this tho other birds took coum-^e, 
lilud from their biding places, nnd went 
topicklugiip the grain as though each 
was determined to get iU shnrc. 


From her pluco of concealment Mrs. 


Snydcr flung a handful of buckwheat 
into tho nir, HO th:tt it Tell into the midst 
of the flock. 
It scared thu birds a little, 


but they quickly resumed thulr feeding, 
and Mrs, Biiydcrbegmi to wliistlctolhem, 
tlluuiiig more grain into the air a» she 
whittled. That excited thulr vurioNlty 
jii^t enough to make them look up for a 
moment, mid Mrn. Srmler emptied the 
bnsin and Btolc away, without letting tho 
birds m- IUT. 
Sho fed tli'i niiaiU in this 


way for a low ilayn, gradually got them 
used to her whistle and voice, nml lei 
them get sight of hur by degrees. 
In- 


»idu of a month from tlio time flio first 
FIIW thu birds hi thu garden tho lind 
(hum HO well lamed that they fluttered 
out of thu nivniluw whenever riio called 
them, nte in her pn^uuee, and did not 
Hcvtn to fcnr her nt all. Since then Mrs. 
Hnyder lins taken u good deal of comfort 
with her fltrango littlu flock, and »hc 
said tho other day that the conllduiK-c 
the birds have in bur pays her many 
times ovur for all thu tronolo she has 
made herself In getting tho wild littlu 
creatures to be as tnmo its they are.

In Switzer- 
land, even ycnrs ago, when I learned the 
trade there, thcro were many women 
watchmakers. Now, in that country, 
there arc nearly as many women in the 
business as thcro arc men. But in all 
New York there are only four women 
watchmakers whom I know of, and lam 
reoAonnbly well informed.

women live* up in Harlem, far nwny from 
the business portion of tho town, and she 
must make, on. nn Average, from $25 to 
$;t5 n week. I send many of the more 
delicate watches which are brought to 
me to be repaired, to hcr,and other jewel- 
ers do the same thing. She does good 
work and she lives in a quiet neighbor- 
hood.
